VIENNA, Oct. 2.—‘‘Old Newland’ % 
the title of the novel on which Dr. Herzl, 
the originator and chief promoter of the 
Zionist movement, has been at work three 
years and which has now appeared. He has 
chosen for it the motto: “If you do but wish 
it this is no romance.” 

On the title page is a picture of Moss 
standing on Mount Nebo gazing into the 
promised land. 

The story begins in Vienna in 1902, when 
a young Hebrew doctor of laws, disappoint- 
ed in love and friendship, goes with a mis- 
anthropic millionaire to an island in the 
Pacific to sever all connection with the old 
world. Twenty years afterwards they re- 
turn. Not having seen a newspaper in 
all that time they are surprised to find 
no steamer in the Suez canal and are toid 
that all traffic between Burope and Asia, 
(in 1922) is earried on through Palestine, 
the most highly developed land in the 
world. 

Dr. Herzl does not try to dewgaribe the 
technical development of his state, though 
he mentions electric railways and motor 
cars as the only means of locomotion on 
land. A canal frem the Mediterranean to 
the Dead Sea furnished all the industrial 
establishments of the country with motive, 
power. 

The country is not a political state, but 
self-governing colony under the sovereignty

WAS PLACED IN SWEAT BOX. 


NO MOTIVE FOR HER FABRICA- 
TION IS ASSIGNED. 


Her Story Was Elaborate, and She 
Even Offered to Take the Police to 
the Place Where the Crime 
Was Committed. 


JANESVILLE, Wis., Oct. 25.—Mrs. 
Frank Sievert, who told the sensational 
story of a mysterious murder of Harry 
Plumwick, an attorney of Washington, D. 
O., but of whose remains no trace could be 
found, was put in the sweatbox by Chief of 
Police John W. Hogan and representatives 
of the press to whom she first told the 
story. 

After over an hour of the most rigid 
questioning she became frightened, broke 
duwn and admitted that the entire story 
was without foundation, that no such man 
as Harry Plumwick existed to her know- 
ledge, and that there had been no holdup 
and no murder. 

For over an hour she insisted on the 
truth of her story and repeated the details 
without a conflicting statement, even say~- 
ing that the body was to be shipped to 
Washington and that she had just re- 
turned from making arrangements at the 
depot. She further offered to go wit! the 
police to the house where the remains 
could be found. 

Threatened 


With Prosecution. 

Finally, when told that the matter would 
be placed with the sheriff and dictrict at- 
torney for prosecution and that she would 
be arrested because her first announcement 
had been to the effect that Plumwick had 
died at her house, she became thoroughly 
frightened and made her confession. 

She said it was a lie from start to finish 
and that she had no reason for telling it. 

The story which is entirely a product of 
her fancy, is a remarkable one, investiga- 
tion shows that she has been talking with 
business men about this man Plumwick and 
her estate for several weeks. She even told 
the story of the holdup about the time it 
happened and reported to friends the con- 
dition of the wounded man from day to 
day. 

Mrs. Sievert’s 

Remarkable Story. - 

The story was to the effect that Harry 
Plumwick of Washington was brutally as- 
Saulted by two local thugs, whose names 
she did not know, but who were known to 
Chicago detectives that had Leen working 
quietly on the case for the past three 
weeks. One of the suspects, she said, was 
arrested in Alton, Ill., while trying to dis- 
pose of a diamond ring, with Harry Plum- 
wick’s name engraved in it, and that he 
made a full confession, implicating his 
companion. Mrs. Sievert said that Plym- 
wick’s throat was horribly gashed, nls head 
cut open, evidently by the blow from a 
heavy weapon, and that there was a deep 
cut on the side of his face and one on the 
finger where he usually wore a diamond 
ring, which was missing, together with $35, 
which he had on his person. 

Mrs. Sievert said that Mr. Plumwick 
was a Washington attorney who came here 
six or seven montns ago to settle some 
matters regarding an estate to which Mrs. 
Sievert is one of the heirs. At first he 
stopped at her home, but later he rented 
a house on Milton avenue in the suburbs 
of the city and sent for his wife and chil- 
dren, whom Mrs. Sievert said were here 
now.

FIRED SHOT AT THE CLERK 


FRANK BROERMANN STOOD HIS 
GROUND AND CALLED POLICE. 


William Conway Was Arrested in

A young man entered the business office 
of the Amerika, a German morn:ng news- 
paper, at 13 South Third s.reet, at 11:30 
oclock last night, and pointed a revolver 
at Frank Broe:mann, the c.erk in charge. 

“Give me the money in the cash drawer,’ 
the man demanded. 

“Not tonight,’ said the clerk. 

“Boom” went a shot from the bandit's

weapon. The bullet flew over Broermann's 
| head. 
| The clerk shouted for his employer. There 
was no answer. No one appeared from the 
distant editorial room. 

The man repeated his demand. Broer- 
man refused to open the door and started 
toward the intruder. 

A policeman’s stick was heard to strike 
the sidewalk at the nearest corner at th's 
moment, 

Broermann called for the police. Pa- 
trolmen Stanger and Christmer came in 
time to take up the pursuit of the man, 
who was running south on Third street. 

The policemen fired a half dozen shots 
at the fleeing man as he ran over the 
Third street paving stones. 

The desolate and darkened street echoed 
the shots and the speeding steps of the 
fugitive and his pursuers, and the sound 
died as the man dashed into a doorway 
at the Market street .corner. 

Jn the St. Clair Hotel, at Third and 
Market streets, into which the lone ban- 
dit had fled, the two policemen arrested 
Willlam Conway of 924 North Fourteenth 
street. 

Broermann identified Conway as the man 
who had tried to rob the office. Conway 
denied any knowledge of the matter. A 
revolver was found in his pocket. 

Conway was locked up in the Chestnut 
street police station. 


FIERCE FIGHT IN ELEVATOR

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MUZZLES HIS HORSES NOW. 


Sued for Ten Thousand Dollars Because 
One of Them Bit Mrs. Shook. 
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Legitimate Conditions 
Much for Sentiment. 


THE BULLS ARE HARD HIT 


WHEAT LEADS IN THE DECLINE 
AND COARSE GRAINS FOLLOW. 


Enormous Receipts of Wheat and Not 
Enough Demand From Domestic ° 
and Foreign Sources—Large 
Crops of Corn and Oats 
Yet to Be Taken 
Care Of. 


BY GEORGE D. L. KELLEY. 

Legitimate conditions were too much for 
sentimental speculation this past week, and 
all the gain in price made in the grain 
markets the week before has been lost. It 
was very largely St. Louis, too, that 
brought this about. Chicago fought des- 
perately to maintain the bullish attitude 
that the speculative markets had taken on, 
but outside eliminating bearish operations 
and drawing in some easily beguiled out- 
side trade to Invest in the higher-priced 
grain, the efforts of the lake market failed 


of success. It was this failure to induce 
the outside public to bite freely at their 
bull bait that weakened the long side and 
finally brought about its collapse. if tne 
Chicago trade had deliberateiy gone to 
work to injure their speculative and legi- 
timate business in grain they could not 
have done so more certainly than they 
have. <f depending  principall upon 
manipulat on and its attendant evils—‘‘cor- 
ners —they practically wiped out the 
short’’ sellers and the ‘‘h er’’ of cash, 
both of which are absolutely necessary for 
the making of markets, besides reducing 
Outside speculation, in which there is a 
large and valuable class that thinks for 
liself and does not care to tie on to one 
man who is alone to dictate the course of 
values, and who is hardly working for 
the R004 of the general pubite. By holding 
@ rigid hand upon inspection and refusing 
to permit even a fair proportion of grain 
to inspect “‘contract,”’ Fw have driven the 
actual article to competing cente®, where 
the inspection is more iiberal. In this con- 
nectiun it can be stated that the St. Louis 
market not alone holds out this induce- 
ment of liberal inspection of grain, making 
it by all odds the best market to ship to, 
but also offers a safe speculative market 
ir. which cash purchases and sales can be 
hedged” against, and in which manipula- 
tion has little show to disturb either the 
cash or speculative operator. That the 
country shipper recognizes the excellent 
favoring cash conditions that St. Louls 
maintains is evidenced by the heavy move- 
ment of wheat and oats—the only cereals 
that are moving freely—to this market. If 
we had the same general class of traders 
in the speculative grain pit that we have 
in the cash trade, St. Louis would run 
away with the speculative business ag she 
has with the cash business. 
a 7 ” 


Manipulation or the menace of manipula- 
tion has so disturbed the legit:mate and 
speculative conditions in grain that the 
revolution which is almost certainly bound 
to come is liable to put prices down much 
lower than they should legitimately go. I 
made this statement regarding wheat in 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch of July 27, when 
December was around 70c. The price went 
below 64c on bear speculation that broke out 
after manipulation was smothered by the 
enormous ens the farmers poured into 
the centers, and the foreigners tnen laid in 
mgt that are still clearing at the rate 
of 6,006,000 to 7,000,000 bushels weekly from 
this country. The conditions that prevail 
right now are as bearish, yes, even more 
so, than they were when the above was 
written. The stocks in sight were smal! and 
decreasing the world over; Europe had not 
secured its crop and France, Germany and 
Russia were claiming serious damage; the 
foreigners had started buying on this sidé 
and steadily increased their purchases on 
the down slide in values; domestic mills 
and markets were engaged in the heaviest 
buying ever known in this market; cash No. 

red was commanding 2c premium over 
the option, and speculation was bearish 
up to the hilt and certain of &-cent wheat. 
After wheat had struck what were then 
bottom prices I called attention in my talk 
to the trade of Aug. 17 to the great scarcity 
of contract grades in the speculative mar- 
kets, and stated, ‘‘As long as this condi- 
tion exists just so long will the short sell- 
er be menaced by manipulation or the fear 
of it.’ We al) know now how this condition 
wiped the “short’’ sellers as a factor out 
of the situation and turned most of them 
into rampant bulls. . 

And most of them continue to regard the 
situation as bullish. Yet here we are with 
the greatest winter wheat receipts com- 
ing into sight ever before known during 
October, so heavy that even with a com- 
paratively moderate spring wheat move- 
inent the total for past week at primary 
points was nearly 300,000 bu in excess of 
same week Inst vear and that much in 
excess of two years ago and above the 
average for season of the year in previ- 
ous years. Stocks are increasing the world 
over at an extraordinary rate, both in 
America and Europe, and also on the 
ocean headed for Europe. And why? Be- 
cause domestic and foreign requirements 
are insufficient to absorb the huge offer- 
ings. The buying power of both domestic 
and foregn account has been deadened and 
the volume restricted by the advance that 
was forced by speculation based upon a 
sentimental belief that manipulation was 
in control and could sway the markets as 
the manipulator saw fit. . 

The great bull markets of last year, when 
the 90-cent level was reached, were due 
to speculation, also, but it was big, broad 
speculation, based upon an extraordinar 
shortage in the fodder crops of the world, 
with runaway markets in coarse grains; 
a feeding detmnand for wheat that absorbed 
at least 100,000,000 bushels of that. cereal; 
foreign requirements that called for 24v,- 
000,000 bushels in wheat and flour, because 
of short crops in the importing and ex- 
porting countries of Euro and in the 
three exporters south of the equator, the 
Argentine, Australia and India; domestic 
demands that were increased by the h 
price of vegetables, fruit and the co 
grains, and which induced a great human 
consumption of the staff of life. How 
extraordinary were these demands is 
proven by the fact that, with the largest 
cro on record raised—and besides the 
748,500,000 bushels harvested in 1901 there 
were 129,500,000 bushels carried over from 
previous crops—only 70,600,000 bushels were 
on hand July 1, 1902, indicating that 808,- 
000,000 bushels had just gone out of sight 
in the 12 months of the season of 1901-Q. 


These were the conditions that led to 
the outside public, “the man in the air, 
ag such speculation is termed by the pro- 
fessional of the pit, to come in as an in- 
vestor in wheat and fairly run away with 
the market. And I am proud to say that 
I was a bull from start to—well not to the 
finfh, but very near it.

PAID $1,250,000 A YEAR. 

Morgan's cabinet ts better paid than any 
cabinet on earth. Its members receive on 
an average $1,250,000 a year each. The 
United States pays the members of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's cabinet $8000 a year each. 
Morgan discusses all matters of importance 
with his cabinet, sometimes with individual 
members, sometimes with them all. He is 
not a patient Istener. Before a man is 
through talking he is quite likely to shut 
him off by putting 4n abrupt question to 
another member of his council. When it 
was decided to end the coal strike Morgan 
discussed the matter frst with his cabi- 
net. 

They worked out the details of the prop- 
osition subsequently submitted to President 
Roosevelt and later accepted by Mitchell 
and the miners. It was the same with the 
merger of the railroads that resulted in 
the Northern Securities Co., the union of 
the many companies which form the United 
States Steel Corporation and the creation 
of the International Mercantile Marine 
Co., or steamship trust. 

Besides Mr. Morgan there 
members of the firm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. Morgan's cabinet, however, is not 
made up whoiiy of members of the firm. 
Four of the seven cabinet members are 
nominally outsiders, but their interests are 
so interlaced with the affairs of Morgan

Morgan with regard to the ability of each 
counsellor in some special important line 
of work... There are huge departments to 
be managed and directed in the affairs of

While Mr. Morgan and its members never 
speak of the body of advisers as a cabinet, 
it is no exaggeration to give it that title, 
tor in many respects its work is of greater 
importance than that of the regular cabi- 
net of many nations.

The cabinet meets at least once a week 
in the private conference rooms in_ the 
rear of the Morgan banking house. Only 
three of Morgan's partners, Bacon, Steele 
and Perkins, are in the cabinet. Samuel 
Spencer until recently was in the firm, but 
wished to separate himself from the bank- 
ing business so that he could concentrate 
his energies upon railroading.

Search.

They found Cochran lying among some 
email trees, his right arm nearly severed 
at the elbow and his intestines literally 
perforated with buckshot. 
The wounded man was taken to the Junc- 
tion ranch, a mile and a haif from the 
Granden ranch, and a_ physician sum- 
moned. Internal hemorrhages soon fol- 
lowed and yesterday morning the young 
man died.

LONG TROLLEY RIDES. 


From the Los Angeles Herald. 

A glimpse of trolley car travel of the fu- 
ture {is given in the recent experience of @ 
New Yorker. He journeyed from New York 
to Chicago by troiley route wherever it 
was available, and that means nearly the 
whole distance. He sums up a delightful 
experience by @aeying: “Steam for speed; 
trolley for a gocd time.”” The cost of his 
journey was condiderably greater, and 
much more time was required than would 
have been involved tn a trip by steam raij- 
way. He was bent on ‘pleasure, however, 
and he found the novelty most enjoyable. 

The journey alluded to is of general inter- 
est as an indication of the amazing rate 
of expansion of trolley car service in the 


East. From New York to Buffalo the trav- 
eler found the trolley avadlable most of the 
distance, with gaps in process of rapid 
filling by lines under construction. He went 
clear across the State of Ohio, with the 
exception of one break of a few miles, by 
his favortte conveyance. The breaks in 
Michigan and ncrthwestern Indiana were 
also few and short, and he notes that, 
generally speaking, the farther west he 
went the better service. The best stretch 
of electric raflway in the whole distance, 
according to his report, was the 76 miles 
from Detroit to Jackson.

Expert Report Shows That Thirty-Six 
Per Cent of Penal Colonists Be- 
come Mentally Unbalanced.

PARIS, Oct. 2.—A report read at a re- 
cent meeting of the Academy of Medicine 


by Dr. Jouffront, who studied criminology 
in France’s largest penal colonies, certifies 


that 86 per cent of the convicts became in- 
sane on the prison diet; that their brains, 
already feeble, grow rapidly worse, and 
that after a short time they become com- 
pletely irresponsible. 

In one establishment the lunacy specialist 
counted 255 prisoners tainted with insanity. 

The report expresses the hope that a com- 
mission composed of mental specialists will 
be appointed to examine, with a view to 
transfer to an asylum those whom it is a 
crime to subject to the hardships of a con- 
vict settlement.

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Proves He Is Not Dead in 
Spite of Records. 


ACCUSED MAN IS _ INSANE. 


DEPUTY SHERIFF WILLIAMS’ 
LONG SEARCH PROFITABLE. 


Follows Trail of the Missing One and 
Dramatically Produces Him in 
Court at Knoxville. 


Special to the Post-D epatch, 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 25.—Silas Hu- 
lin, a wanderer, returned to Knoxville last 
Monday. He was in custody of Deputy 
Sheriff Williams, and the charge against 
him was that he ia not dead. 

A coroner's jury officially declared him 
dead; a stone in the cemetery at Clinton, 
in Anderson County, declared him dead; 
the jury which tried Clarence Peake de- 
clared Peake had killed Hulin; the presid- 
ing Judge at the trial declared Hulin dead 
and sentenced Peake to 18 years in the 
penitentiary. 

Yet Hulin walked into the supreme court 
at Knoxville and pleaded guilty to the dep- 
uty sheriff's charge of being alive. 

He arrived in time to save the name of 
Peake, but the strain of a year under a 
charge of murder had driven Peake to a 
padded cell {n the state insane asylum at 
Lyon’s View. 

Some one was killed at Clinton. The body 
was buried there. Who was killed may 
never be known. Who killed him must also 
remain a mystery. It was not Hulin who 
was killed. Peake cannot now be tried 
again. 

Clarence Peake, son of one of the wealth- 
jest and most prominent men in Anderson 
County, was standing in a saloon in Clin- 
ton a year ago, when he ordered a round 
of drinks for a crowd of his friends. Silas 
Hulin joined the crowd, though he as not 
a friend of Peake’s and when the bartender 
called for his coin the latter refused to pay 
for Hulin's drink. A quarrel arose, though 
both parties soon left without any diffi- 


culty. 
THE KILLING. 

Soon afterward shots were heard from 
a point about a mile above Clinton on the 
railroad track, and in a few moments 
Peake returned and drank glass after glass 
of whisky, at the same time displaying a 
great deal of confusion. The next morn- 
ing the dead body of a man was found 
on the railroad track and he was identi- 
fied as Silas Hulin. 

A coroner's jury was impaneled and the 
verdict returned was Clarence Peake, aged 
17, had killed Silas Hulin, aged 38. This 
resulted in the arrest of young Peake. 

The trial in the circuit court of Anderson 
County was one of the most hotly-contested 
ever known in the higtory of its jurisdic- 
tion. A long line of attorneys were re 
tained for the defense, Black, Underwood 
& Black of this city being the leading 
counsel, with fully a score to assist them, 
among whom were C. J. Sawyer of Clin- 
ton, Judge H. Bart Lindsay of Knoxville, 
J. B. Burnett of Clinton and others. For 
the prosecution, besides the state’s attor- 
ney-general, John B. Holloway, were Sam- 


uel G. Heiskell, mayor of Knoxville at the 
time, and David A, Wood of Clinton, with 
others, 

The effort to defend Peake from the ac- 
cusation, of which he steadfastly main- 
tained his inmocence, was strong but futile, 
even a plea of insanity proving unavailing. 
The cvurt found him guilty and sentenced 
him to the penitentiary for 18 years. The 
father of the boy, aided by his friends, fol- 
lowed the appealing of the case to the su- 
preme court with a movement to obtain his 
poten, but that failed, and on every hand 

t was feaied that the supreme court would 
affirm the verdict of the lower court. 


WILLIAMS’ SEARCH. 

In the meantime every loophole in which 
evidence could be found for the defense 
was probed to the bottom, and eventually 
there originated a bellef that Silas Hulin 
was living, among those who believed it 
strongly being Deputy Sheriff Link Wiiil- 
lams of Olives Springs, who had arrested 
Hulin several times and who, actuated by 
a large reward, $5000, began a search for 
him in a systematic way. Williams was a 
life-long friend of the Peake family and 
finally his devotion to the case was re- 
warded by the location of a man said to 
be Hulin in Missouri. Later he secured 
a definite clew to Flulin, who by the way 


is a half-w'tted fellow who has wandered 
all over the world, and he addressed a let- 
ter to Hulin at St. Louis. This letter was 
received by the dead (?) man, but he refused 
to answer it, and went from St. Louis to 
St. Claire, Mo. This was the last place 
heard from him for several weeks and then 
Williams, almost ready to give up the 
search, heard of him at Paducan, Y“y., 
where he journeyed in the hope of captur- 
ine him. 

He was too late, but ascertained that 
Hulin, who did not know the life of an- 
other man defended on him, was taking 
his time about returning to his home, 
which is located in East Tennessee, Mor- 
gan county. 


THE WANDERING HULIN. 

From that time on Williams kept a close 
watch on Hulin’s home and on last Satur- 
day was rewarded by finding him there. 
immediately, for there was little time to 
apare, he began the journey to Knox- 
ville, traveling 70 miles in a bugrgy Sunday 
and Sunday night and reaching Oliver 
Springs Monday morning just in time to 
catch the train for this city. Then ensued 
that dramatic affair which is still the gos- 


sin of tongue throughout this section of the 
state, highiy dramatic and full of vital fn- 
terest. 

A.ways maintaining his innocence, for 
Peake was but a wild boy, not a bad or 
evil-hearted one, the horror and the shame 
of the affair finally weighed so deeply on 

young Feak's mind that it gave way and 
as the man he was supposed to have mur- 
dered was standing before the bar by his 
person attesting to Peake's innocence 
Peake was ly'ng in a padded celji in the 
asylum for ile insane ten miles away. 

Hulin, who is said to have slept at = 
one night in every jail in America, aimp 
says t after the quarrel with Pea 
which KG not amount to anything, he left 
the town and traveling as he does, walk- 
ing and begging his meals, he never heard 
of Peake'’s arrest. He went to Missouri 
simply because “‘the people are good’ to 
him out there, as he said it, ast when 
ne got the letter pros Williams he for- 
got to read, it and when he remembered 
that he had .. BR it he had lost it. 
Hie states that while he was wandering 
he visited every town in Missouri from 6t. 
Louis to St. Claire.

The union collects and Gisburses about

In the case of the Meeks girl the sub- 
jective mind had long been dwelling on 
love and the harmonies and beatitudes of 
love-life. These girls were almost mono- 
maniacs on the subject of love. It was in 
their subjective minds to the exclusion of 


all else. The subjective mind was per- 
meated with it. Consequently when the 
breakoff between these girls and _ their 


sweethearts came and the latent narcolepsy 
was made apparent, their dreams were of 
music und of beautiful places and beautl- 
ful peoples. By reason of imperfectly fed 
cerebellums and degenerate nerve cells their 
views of life warped and the mental pic- 
tures they formed were warped accord- 
ingly. 

All or nearly all of these narcoleptic cases 
result from hereditary defects, latent until 
brought to light by some great shock. I 
see by the Post-Dispatch special from 
Centralia that the father of the Meek girl 
suffered from yellow fever in the war and 
that an aunt was a neurotic. It is fair 
to presume that the girl herself inherited 
abnormal sensitivenees of the neurones. 

Narcolepsy is curable. Had I _ been 
called to treat Miss Meeks I would have 
let her sleep, but would have administered 
remedies to readjust the balance between 
the centrifugal and the centripetal func- 
tions of the brain. Some persons say the 
practice of medicine is not a science. It 
is enough of a science to have proved that 
there are medicines that affect differently 
the different sides of the brain and affect 
differently the cerebellum and the cereDrum.

The influx of Roumanian and other Eu- 
ropean Jews is immediately felt at the 
charity office, and even now the World’s 
Fair is having its effect, a number of out- 
of-town Jews seeking and failing to find 
employment with the big’ exposition. 

The man perhaps most directly responsi- 
ble for the consolidation of the charities, 
as well as their successful administration, 
is Moses Fraley, the president of the Union 
and also of the United Jewish Charities. 
Through his efforts house to house mendi- 
caney has been almost entirely broken up, 
though an occasional case still may be 
found. Mr. Fraley believes in helping peo- 
plé to help themselves, thus employment 
is secured when poseible for those able to 
work, though immediate assistance Is al- 
ways offered the worthy in distress. Cases 
are thoroughly investigated and the relief 
uffice is conducted in a practical, system- 
atic, broad-minded manner. 

The association aided 201 families, con- 
sisting of 1000 persons, and also 87 young 
men. within the past year. It supplied 30 
families with groceries and provisions, and 
8 families with coal. 

Through the generosity of the Post-Dis- 
patch 35 families were supplied through the 
charities with free ice during the summer 
from the free ice fund. The charities aiso 
furnished 103 meals and 284 lodgings to 
homeless men, as well as transportation to 
75 individuals. Besides all this, the regu- 
lar charity’ physician treated 306 patients. 

The Sisterhood for Perscnal Service is 
the ladies branch of the charities. The 
noble women in Israel visit among the 
poor, coming as ministering agnels to give 
comfort, solace and good cheer. The orgaul- 
zation is based not on monetary payment, 
but vpon payment in voluntary service, its 
members are the real workers In the cause 
of charity, and their work ts far reach'ng 
in the effect. 

The sisterhood is in charge of the Kin- 
dergarten, located in the lecture room, de- 
voted in the evenings to lectures, enter- 
tainments, concerts and a reguier weekly 
religious service under the direction of one

Taking Dr. Fischer's figures and dividing 
the sum by the amount of coal consumed 
in one year—the latest estimate places it at 
700,9,000 tons—we find that we shall have 
eoal to burn’ for the next 3,145 years at the 
present rate of consumption.

Turning to a consideration of the anthra- 
cite deposits alone and the period of time 
which will elapse before they are ex: 
hausted, we have statistics, furnished by a 
high authority, to show that posterity will 
ge to the coal-bin for its last scuttle of 
anthracite about April 1, 2063, 

This authority has estimated that in the 
beginning the deposits of anthracite 
amounted to 13,000,000,000 tons. This deposit 
was first touched in the year 1820, and since 
that time we have consumed about 1,200,- 
906,000 tons, which leaves a remaining de- 
posit of 11,800,000,000 tons. 

Following the statistics of this same au- 
thority, we are using at the present time 
about 40,000,000 tons per year. “I am will- 
ing,”’ he says, ‘‘to give posterity the benefit 
of anv possible doubt on the subject of 
the future increase in the use of anthra- 
cite, and will stop at an annual average 
consumption of 75,000,000 tons from the year 
1919 until the last year of the anthracite 
age. 

“Now when the year 1910 comes we wil! 
have been 90 years reducing 1,500,000,000 tons 
to ashes and cinders. Then posterity gets 
in its work on the remaining 11,500,000,000 
tons at a consumption rate of 75,000,000 tons 
a year, and in 133 years and three months 
the entire pile has disappeared. That would 
fix the date for the exhaustion of the an- 
thracite coal supply at about April 1, 2063."' 

With the end of the anthracite trade 
only 1A8 years removed and the fact thrust 
upon us that some day all coal deposits 
must be exhausted, the question naturally 
arises: What is the fuel of the future to 
be” 

“In 10 years,’ says M. Sartlaux. chief 
engineer of the Northern Railway of 
France, “between «petroleum and alcohol. 
cod! mining won't pay.” 

This prediction may be a “trifle too op- 
timiatic, but there is now, with all our 
coal, a world-wide tendency among sci- 
entists and inventors to turn to liquid fre}. 

Petroleum, some of them declare, is to be 
‘the fuel of the future. We have plenty 
of it; it is cheaper than coal and much 
easier to handle. Some idea of the amount 
of petroleum we have can be gained from 
thy statistics from the Texas oil fields. 
where the present output is over 500,000,000 
barrels a year. 

This crude oil can be produced at a cost 
of only # cents a barrel at the wells and

cheap to transport because highly concen- 
trated. At an exhibition in Paris last year 
many industrial appliances for burning al- 
coho! were shown, some of them for en- 
gines of 2% horsepuwer. 

Alcohol ean be produced very cheaply. 
One authority places its lowest cost of 
production at 15 cents a gallon, which is 
equivalent to 7% cents per gallon for pe- 
troleum, which has but half its fuel value. 

A French engineer, Pau! d’Humy, has 
invented a petroleum brick whieh he offers 
as a substitute for coal. 

D’Humy, by some secret process, reduces 
petroleum into emal! bricks, which, when 
burning, give out intense heat. These 
brieks burn only on the surface, ve out 
ne sraeke or smell and leave but 2 per cent 
of ashes. 

The inventor claims that a single ton of 
petroleum is enqual to at least 30 tons of 
coal, possibly nearer 40, and the cost of 
this substitute as now figured out will be 
only $5 to $10 a ton. 

One can easily !tmagine, if the invention 
proves to be al! that {ts elaimed for it, 
how much it will mean where great heat 
is required, where there must be great sup- 
plies of fuel and where every inch of space 
counts, as is especially the case in steam- 
ships. 

In Germany netewetera | prom'se to be the 
fuel of the future. These briquettes are 
small blocks of a compound of coal, peat 
and the dugt and waste of coal mines. 

Last yvear the syndicate manufacturing 
this new form of fuel turned out a toial 
of 1,643,416 tons at the average selling price 
in large quantities of $3.16 a ton. Of the 
3,645,416 tons, 749,208 were taken by German 
railways, 124,390 tons were sold to retalies, 
497,186 tons went to faectcvies, and 149,089 
tons were used by German merchant steam- 
ers and the navy. 


Herr Montag of Mannheim, Germany, 
has discovered a process by which ordi- 
nary earth treated chemically can be used 
as fuel. 


‘This fuel,’ says Herr Montag. “is com- 
posed of 92 per cent of ordinary earth and 
8 per cent of- chemical! 
cheaper than coal.

“First papers” are taken out 
then. Two or more years thereafter “final papers” may be taken out, but the 
applicant is entitled to vote in the meanti ne.

It is proposed, probably within the present year, to place about 50,000 Angora 
goats upon an 8000-acre tract of rough land that has been acquired near Cuba. 
These goats will be sold to small farmers in small flocks, Some farmers will 
want a dosen, some will call for a hundred, while there are others who believe 
pufficiently in the Angora’s good uses to desire a flock of 500 or more. 
The promoters of the goat ranch, of which Col. Zack Mulhall; well-known 
eattleman ‘and horseman, is the head, propose to stock perhaps 200 farms with

What is the Angora goat, and what is he good for? 

These are pertinent questions, and the answer to the latter one may surprise 
the conservative citizen, whose idea of goats has been acquired from the reading 
of comic papers detailing the can-consuming tendencies of the Harlem billy. 


‘HD Angora goat is native to Turkey, 
where the Sultan strives to keep 
him, the Turke being very proud of 

the goats and jeslous of their deportation. 
There are in the United States about 

200,000 Angoras, one-fourth of which num- 

ber it is intended to bring to Missouri. The 

@najority of the goats are now in Texas, 
‘ew Mexico and California. 


The Angora is a pure white, both male 
and female.

As to what the Angora is good for, the 
reply must be many pronged. 

The chief of the Angora is as a fore- 
runner of the axman. He clears away the 


underbrush and weeds, and even the small- 
er trees, so that the preparation of wild 
land for orchard or farm uses is a thing 
of smali moment. 

Some of the tales told by Angora fan- 
ciers seem so fanciful that one is con- 
strained to believe that the narrators are 
given to amateur fishermen’s methods of 
yarning. But the facts are well authenti- 
cated, 

An Ozark farmer last winter bought 300 
goats and pastured them upon 40 acres of 
uncleared land. A goat pasture, it should 


be remembered, is not a fleld, but a forest. 
An Angora will feast in a forést and grow 
forlorn ih a field. 

That land was worth $2.50 an acre, and 
few takers at that, when the farmer put 
his goats out to browse. Next spring the 
man was offered $10 an acre for the tract 
and refused it, 

The goats had cleared off the ground so 
thoroughly that it was practically ready 
for planting. 

It is the intention of the Frisco Live- 
stock Co. to let its goats remain on the 
8000-acre tract long enough to eat’ the 
shrubbery and weeds, then transfer them 
to another wild tract and turn the origina! 
goat ranch into an apple orchard, where 
the big red apple will flourish. 

The Angora, if driven to it, will subsist 
on the bark of big trees, and by ‘circling’ 
the trees will kill them and thus prepare 
the way for a complete clearing, furnish- 
ing dried firewood in the bargain. 


It is estimated by Angora experts that 
one of these goats will almost pay for iIt- 
self in a year by the sale of its hair, from 
which fine mohair cloth is woven. A goat 
furnishes from three to five pounds of hair 
a year, and the animal can be bought for 
about $4. The hair sometimes sells as high 
as $1 a pound, 


Eating nothing except weeds and shrub- 
bery, the goat is an exceedingly economical! 
animal. It is held that he more than pays 
for his care and keep by the good that he 
does. For instance, goats turned loose in 
a hay field will eat out all the weeds and 
leave the hay. ® 

In listing the uses of the Angora, there 
are te ve ccnsidered several things beside 
his value as a ciesrer of land and a de- 
strover of weeds. 

In Malta, it is said, practically all the 
milk used by the populace is from goats. 

Coincident with the opening of the An- 
gora branch, it is planned by the National 
Angora Goat Breeders’ Association to es- 
tablish in Kansas City a large packing 
house for goat meat, the product of whicn 
will be put upon the market under its own 
name, without any apology whatever, the 
promoters believing that they will be able 
to popularize the meat. 

They admit, however, that they have a 
deep-seated prejudice to overcome, The 
goat so long has been used as the butt 
of the joker that most persons pooh-pooh 
the idea of eating its meat. Lovers of goat 
meat point to the fact that 40 years ago 
people would not eat the tomato, now a 
universal market commodity.

There are great goat milk farms, and 
families have their individual milch goat 
or two. 

Physicians in the United States frequently 
prescribe goat’s milk. for patients, and 
great difficulty is experienced in filling the 
prescriptions. 

Angora enthusiasts have been so bold as 
to predict that if a goat milk farm were 
established near Sst. Louls the proiuct 
could be sold as high as 25 cents a quart 

Some of the best cheeses on the market 
are made from the milk of the Angora. 
Goat dairies exist in some countries, and 
there is talk of establishing cheese fac- 
tories in connection with the Missouri An- 
gora ranch, 

The hides of goats, with the fine, silken, 
foot-long white fleece, make artistic rugs 
for the parlor floor or the drawing room. 

Goat meat is In great favor in same coun- 
tries. In the United States there is a preju- 
dice against it, chicfiy because of the well- 
known toughness and great age of the or- 
dinary browsing billygoat; but the Angora's 
advocates say that the meat of this breed 
is sweet and tender, and it is averred by 
the promoters of the Ozark goat ranch that 
we eat more or less goat meat now, sold 
as sheep mutton. In place of: lamb shops 
there are; kid chops,. said to be more like 
venison in flavor than the meat of the 
sheep. | 

As a resultant effect of the Missouri goat 
ranch one may expect to find in the mar- 
ket fresh goat, canned goat, deviled goat, 
pickled goat and the like. 

The United States is a peculiarly goatless 
country. Though there are 200,000 Angoras, 
it is estimated by an anthusiastic goat ex- 
pert that Taney County, Mo., has wild 
land enough to pasture all the goats of this 
breed that can be found between the 
oceans. 

In goats of all breeds the United States 
has about 500,000. There are about 1,000,000 
goats In Mexico, 1,000,000 in the Argentine 
Republic and 1,500,000 In Venezuela. 

Europe is literally overrun with goats. 
There are 3,000,000 in Germany, 2,000,000 in 
Austria-Hungary, 1,500,000 each in France, 
Bulgaria and Italy, and about the same 
number in the Huropean part of Russia.

The great underground highways of St. couis have also their horrors and 
their dangers, of which the inhabitants who pass over them every day know ttle 
or nothing. 

The vast, dark, underground rivers that drain the city get only passing atten- 
tion, and yet they contain life and work and adventure that seem like fiction. 

. Their extent, their building, their maintenance and their value to the life o 
a city receive little thought, probably because being out of sight they are out of 
mind. They are the safety of a city, for without them life would be im possible 

_ by reason of pestilences bred of the waste that is thereby carried away. 

The sewage system of St. Louis is a very great one, yet it is inadequate, and 
before long all the drains in the business section of the city must be Towered 
to conform with present conditions of living and modern methods of building. 
| The sewers now doing service in this pat of the city are antiquated and in- 
sufficient in capacity, and are higher than the drainage systems of the great of- 
flee buildings. The Municipal Assembly will be soon called upon to pass bills to re-

Another veteran of the sewers is William 
H. Murphy, supervisor of sewer cleaning 
of St. Louis, who has been in the service 
29 years, many of them in an official ca- 
pacity. He has seen the city’s sewage 
system built from practically nothing to 
its present 504 miles of length, and he khows 
every foot of pipe and tunnel in it. 

Gutded and guarded by these I walked 
through severa! miles of the Mill Creek 
sewer, and listened to their tales of dangers 
braved, and of narrow escapes from sud- 
den death in the dark and noisome depths 
below the street, 

In the alley just off Vandeventer avenue 
one of the men lifted the cover off the 
manhole leading to the sewer. From it 
arose a cloud of mist bearing a sweet, sick- 
ish odor, and 2 feet below could be seen 
the dark, rushing flood of sewage that 
reared like a small river. 

McDonough went ahead, and the glow 
from his torch framed him in a circle 
of red, but beyond that all was black. I 
shuffled along laboriously over the slippery 
flow of the sewer, with the water puliing 
me along and sworving me from side to 
side. The stream was almost waist high 
and as wide as a small river. The atmos- 
phere was so heavy and sweet that it 
seemed to clutch the throat. It was hard 
to force into and out.of the lungs for the 
first few minutes, but as one became ac- 
castomed to it breathing grew easier. The 
eyes grew slowly accustomed to the dark 
and made out dimly the high arch over- 
head and the brick and rock walls at either 
hand. 

On the floor of the sewer we cncountered 
occasional eandy stretches, and ‘these told 
ug that we were passing streot corncrs 
where’the earth had washed down through 
openings. But mostly the concrete floor 
was slimy and the ufmost precaution was 
necessary to; prevent slipping. Once down, 
the light extinguished, nothing to clutch for 
support, on> would soon drown in that 
rush of dark waters. I had been warned 
of this, and my progress was accordingly 
slow and cautious. 

It seemed that we had walked a block 
at least when out of the gloom ahead came 
a roar that startled me. It was only the 
voice of McDonough, moderately spcker, 
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We were in, poured its contenis over a 
rocky ledge with a roar like a mountain 
cataract. I climbed into it and walked 
along it for half a block. There I had my 
first experience with rats, oné of the 
dangers of sewer exploration. 

AS 1 was splashing along in the water 
I felt something bump against my legs. 
Throwing the light of my torch on the sur- 
face of the stream I saw a number of 
rats swimming dcwn and across, Me- 
Donough was behind me. 
“Come out of this,’ he cried. 
full of sewer rats.” And indeed it was. 
The sewer sloped gradually from the roof 
to the floor, and along the comparatively 
level space between the water and the 
perpendicular walls hundreds of rats, dis- 
turbed in their feeding, scurried along to 
places of safety. 

The talk turned to the dangerous situa- 
tions a man, alone and unarmed, mignt 
find himself in when confronted in a sewer 
by a large number of rats. Mr. Murphy 
told the following story of a desperate 
fight in which thousands of cornered rats 
almost defeated six men: 

“Just a year ago,’ said he, “I was or- 
dered to clean the tunnel! beneath the ‘buil 
pen’ in the Four Courts prison. The floor 
of the tunnel was covered to qa depth of 
one and one-half feet with filth, the accu- 
mulation of years, dropped from the floor 
of the jail above. I. went in with three 
men. 

“We carried fire hose attached to a city 
hydrant. But the work was so difficult 
that I seut out for more men and another 
hose pipe. 

“As we washed the floors, throwing the 
dirt before us toward the sewer openings, 
I remarked on the unusual number of rats 
dislodged from their hiding places in the 
openings in the walls and fleeing before 
us. The exodus of rats began by tens and 
increased to hundreds as we advanced. 

“McDonough, who was in charge of the 
washing gang, turned to me and said, 
“These rats are going to pile up some- 
where, and then we'll have trouble.’ 

“As we advanced the rats rushed out 
from the dark everywhere, and fled before 
the water. VWrom hundreds, their number 
grew to thousatids. By the light of our 
torches we could see them scamper past 
us, and their wicked little eyes giving out

the desperate effort to escape. They leaped 
at our throats, poising for a moment, trem- 
mling with rage and hate, their eyes gleam- 
ing red. Missing their mark, they buried 
their teeth in the cloth of our coats and 
held there. <At one time I had the rats 
clinging to me, and beat them off. All 
the time we fought them with clubs and 
streams of water. In the end we drowned 
them by the thousands and washed them 
into the sewer.” 

“Explosions from accumulated gas are 
frequent. The most serlous sewer gas ex- 
plosion that ever happened in St. Louis oc- 
curred in July, 189, when the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co. burned down. The oil 
escaping into the sewers filled them with 


gas. A man going into a basement to look 
for a gas leak thrust a lighted candle 
into a sewer opening. The gas in the 
sewer exploded and blew it up, wrecking 


a saloon at Fourth street and Chouteau 
avenue, killing the proprietor and tearing 
up the street. Men in the employ of the 
city are frequently badly burned by ex- 
ploding gas caused by taking in torches or 
other vnprotected lights. 

“The life in the sewers is as remarkable 
as it is incomprehensibie. Besides the rats, 
which congregate mostly where food is 
abundant, in the vicinity of abbatolrs, there 
are enormous cockroaches in the district 
where the breweries drain their refuse into 
the sewers. These insects. grow to great 
proportions, often measuring three inches in 
length. Many of them are white, transpar- 
ent things, soathsome to ‘lcok upon, while 
others are brown or black. In many places 
giant lizards crawl along the walls. iI 
have seen squirmers at least eight inches 
long. Bats fly in your face, snakes swim 
the stream, toads hop out of your way, 
birds beat themselves to death against the 
walls, and I have even found. half-starved 
cats creeping through sewer pipes. How 
these animals get into the sewers I do 
not know. 

“One of the most ridiculous experiences 
that ever came to me in @ sewer was in 
South St. Louls about a year ago. I went 
in on an inspection tour. At the end of 
a sewer I saw a pair of red eyes glaring 
at me. 
I retreated, and returned with a club, with 
which I imtended to defend myself. I

If the 
first licht frost. which had come carlier 
than usual, should be fellowed by heavier 
frosts, 2 blight would be upon the freen 
fields and the kine would lose some of 
their plumpners. 

That acecunted for an extra large run 
of arrivals earlier than usual. The fact 
that none of the cattle which had been 
breught from Texas would be taken back 
there accounted for a continuance of the 
heavy arrivals.

Nearly all the cattle in the Indian 
ritory are being sent to market. Conditicns 
are changing there. Leases are expiring 
and eattlemen are finding difficulty in re- 
newing them. It is hard to get leases on 
large ranges because of settlers becoming 
so much more numerous. The cattle inter- 
ests are becoming more scattered. 


The cattle come from the pastures to the 
stockyards in special trains for the most 
purt. They are hurried through in order 
that the shrinkage of weight and loss in 
appearance may not be too great. 

The long trains of catile cars are switched 
across the bridge as soon as they arrive, if 
they arrive on the west side of the river, 
and drawn directly to the north gates of tne 
stockvards. 

When a steer reaches that point in his 
career his heurs are numbered. Sentiment 
is not used at the stockyards, and the steer 
is given very little time to think over his 
past life before being led to his execution. 

The long train siops at a platform which 
is level with the car doors. Across the plat- 
form are the recciving pens. The gates of 
the pass swing outward and form a lane 
from the car doors to the pens. The train 
stops with a car opposite each pen.

WEI.VE hundred years ago there ap- 
T peared upon the Upper Irawaddy 
river in Asia, a sturdy people known 
as the Shans. The Shans desired to live on 
the sea, Between them and the great water 
were hostile tribes, and for hundreds of 
years the Shans fought with these to win 
their way to the sea. They gained a lit- 
tle all the time. They followed the Menam 
river, and they worshiped it because it 
flowed to the sea. They bulit their capital 
cities along it, and they are strewn from 
the mouth to the source of the Menam to- 
day, each representing the progress of the 
Shans in their struggie to reach the sea. 

When the Shans finally overcame their 
foes and reached the mouth of the River 
Menam, they bullt the city of Bangkok 3 
miles from its mouth. The young man 
who is coming to St. Louis in a few days 
was born in the city of Bangkok. It is as 
large as St. Louis. It is the Venice of the 
East. It has more canals than streets. It 
has more boats than vehicles. Half of tts 
houses stand. upon stilts in the water. The 
finest of the roya! equippages is the King’s 
great boat, 180 feet long, finished in gold 
and carrying a golden canopy beneath 
which the King sits when, on each annual 
“‘wat'’ day. he visits all the Buddhist tem- 
ples of Bangkok, 

There is but one Shan King in all the 
world today, and that is Probat Somdet 
ra Paramend Maha Chulalangkorn Katt 
Klow Chow-yu-Hua, Supreme King of the 
Kingdom of Siam and father of the crown 
prince, who is coming to St. Louis. 


King Chulalangkorn, as he is called, 
rather the Solomon of today. He has #0

wives. He is said to have 153 living chil- 
dren. He has a beautiful temple in the 
city of Bangkok. His power is absolute. 


He is very wise. None so wise ever ruled 
before him In the Kingdom of Siam. 

The King's grandfather was the first of 
the progressive kings of the Shans. For 
many generations these singular people, 
after their centuries of combat to reach 
the sea, abandoned themselves to Oriental 
ease. They fell backward and backward 
until, when the grandfather of the present 
King of Siam came to the throne, Slam was 
one of the dark heathen countries of Asia. 
having nothing but ignorant masses of peo-. 
ple. 

This grandfather of the present King was 
for Siam, a truly great man. He undertook 
to elevate Siam. His son followed him and 
continued his work, and his grandson 
proved the wisest man of them all. He en- 
couraged relations with the United States 
and the countries of Burope. 

He sent his sons to Europe to’ be edu- 
cated, and urged his nobles to do the same 

ing. He abolished slavery. He cut the 
Buddhist priesthood in half. He estab- 
lished a navy and played England and 
France against each other to save his king- 
dom. He engaged Europeans to train his 
soldiers and sailors, to establish manufac- 
tories in his kingdom, to assist his court. 
He abolished the old custom of falling 
prostrate before the King, and made his 
subjects stand upright before him and 
shake hands with him like men. 

He elevated the women to a better foot. 
ing with the men. 

He gave Christian miesionaries carte 
blanche to work with the people of Siem. 
He built a railroad from Bangkok to the 
sea. 

He adapted the telephone, the telegraph 
and the electric light and trolley. 

The Siamese are a sluggish people. They 
do not respond quickly to any effort made 
to develop them. But they are peace-loving 
and have many good traits, and the wiae-

In 1865 the King of Siam nominated a 
crown prince. The oldest son of his second 
Queen was Somedetch Chowfa, and to 
young man fell the favor of his 
father. The nomination was confirmed 
the Sanabodee, composed of the nobles 
the realm, and the young man, then 
university in England, was notified to 
pare himself thoroughly, for be has 
chosen the crown prince of Siam. 

In June of this year the prince ended 


that his tutors considered him equal in 
education to the average collegian of 
Great Britain. He was literary and wrote 
a history of the Polish wars.

ne Academy at Mandhurst, and he. 

rved with the Durham Light Infantry 
i Aidershot as a subaltern, winring every- 
where the good will and admiration of his 
ingtructors and associates. He is easily 
the best cducated Crown Prince Siam has 
ever had, and if he does not make the best 
King the kfhgdoem has ever had {| twill not 
be because -his father has not preparcd 
him fully for this distinction or because 
he exhibited In his youth any tinaptitude 
fer the exreer that awaits him. 

No member of the royal family of Siam 
ever visited the United States until now. 
They have gone to Europe, and the King 
himself attended the coronation of King 
Fulward VITl., going there in h’'s royal 
yacht with 11 of his sons. They all wore. 
Knglish clothes, silk tile hats and patent 
leather shoes and carried canes. They drere 
this same way in Siam, and the silk hat i, 
even in Bangkok, more the badge of roy- 
altvy than is the white elephant. 

The Prince Somedetch Chowfa may be- 
come at any time the King of Siam. for 
his father is now in his fiftieth year, and, 
while he is not an invalid, he is slight and 
net strong. Wher. he dies the Crown Prince 
will be crowned with great festival in the 
city of Bangkok. He has not as yet any 
wives, and how many he will choose to 
have remains to be seen, The Kirg is not 
restricted in thie little mattef. 

The Prince's father Is sald to have 6 
wives. Many of these are his sisters and 
halt sisters. The mother of the Crown 
Prince is the sister of the King. This all 
seems very strange here in the United 
States, but it Is but one of many strange 
customs In the far-away Kingdom of Siar, 
where the dead, if they be without rank, 
are land out to be eaten by vultures, and 
where no little girl te educated or made 
anght of. because the Slamese do not be- 
lieve women are of any importance. 

if the Crown Prince of Siem had not 
spent the last nine years of his life in 
Fingland he would be a very much differ- 
ent person ther he is. For instance. 
would not be content to sit down to the 
table which satisfies the Caucasian. Be- 
ing a Buddhist, he, of course, eats no meas 
as it fs, but if he were a Siamese without 
European training he would eat searcely 
anything but rice. bananas and fruits. 

The Siamese are great smokers, and the 
crown prince likes a good cigar. They are 
an agreeable, gentle people, and the 
crown prince chats pleasantly and laugh# 
softty. They are fond of music, and the 
crown prince likes a brass band. 

The crown prince is very much like other 
people since his nine years in England, 
and he does not expect American peaple (® 
show him any exceptional difference. ft

Last winter {he American papers gave a 


great deal of;Space to a new system, or 
one alleged tO be new, originated. by an 
American physician practicing in Paris. 
While I was in Paris last summer I 
called upon this. physcian and had a mos. 
interesting interview with him on the sub- 
ject of increase/of growth in adults, which 
I shall describe ‘in next Sunday's Magazine. 


“The treataaiat was of a complicated 
character. The most important feature of 
it was the daily application of electricity 
to the knee joints, whare increased growth 
may most easily be stimulated. 

“I applied électricity to Miss Luntcen’s 
joint. She was an admirable patient and 
usually remained in the chair for eight 
minutes receiving strong shocks of static 
electricity. At the same time I employed 
farudization of the joints. 


“The joints were massaged every morn- 


ing and evening and at night bound in 
compresses soaked in salt water. 


“A very carefully planned diet was pre- 
scribed for the patient. * It . included 
large quantities of those cereals, such as 
oats, which I have found to be of peculiar 
value in promoting the growth of the 
cartilage. 

“I also make waekiy infeetions of my 
mixture for stimulating cartilagenous 
growth. 

“As a reguit of this treatment Miss Lun- 
ton has reached a height which is satis- 
factory to her. Her growth has already 
increased three inches, and there is no rea- 
son why this should not go on. The pa-

“Every modification of the organism may 
be summed up as a process affecting the 
cells, What causes the organism to grow !{s 
that it incorporates into its own sub- 
stance the organic and mineral matter 
which it absorbs. 


“The German scientist Praube has proved 
by experiments that cells can be produced 
artificially, and they are made capable of 
growth by a simple physical process. 

“Chemits have, indeed, long ago dis- 
covered that albuminoid substances and 
their derivatives play an important part 
in the growth of organic cells. These al- 
buminoids are the result of nutrition intro- 
duced into the organism. They undergo a 
series of modifications; they pass into the 
blood, where they are found in a state 
of circulating albumen. 

. "The circulating albumen changes ac- 
cording to the needs of the organism and 
forms one of the most important elements 
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of growth. Oxygen introduced by the res- 
piratory organs and penetrating the cells 
is also an {mportant element of growth. 
Phenomena of a physico-chemical order ex- 
plain growth. So long as the assimilation 
is in proportion to the non-assimilation 
there is no+growth. If the rejection’ be 
greater than the absorption, proportionate 
decay results. With age the proportion of 
mineral substances increases. 

‘The progressive mineralization of the 
cellar elements puts an end to growth 
and ally to life.’’

St. Louis is not a producing city in a 
theatrical way.
